Now 
that it is gathering there, he looks for a 
local increase in expositions from New 
Orleans. 


Erperienee has shown in past years 


that advance reports of the condition of 
the crops are not to be depended upon 
as indicating with a great degree of cer- 
tainty the size and condition of the 
crops at harvest-time. A year ago the 
condition of the •wheat crop was ra- 
ported anything but favorable. In some 
places a total fail are was looked for. 
The harveit brought one of the largest 
crops on record. A few days since it 
was stated that this year there would be 
a shortage of 100,000,000 bushels, or 
about 23 per cent, as compared with 
the wheat crop of last year. Now the 
Millers' National Association pats forth 
its official estimate, showing a decrease 
of 
93,000,000 in twenty-one States, 


* representing nearly all the wheat-pro- 


ducing area. This estimate gives a 
total of 373,500,000 bushels, and as con- 
sidered, "so far as it is possible to es- 
timate the possibilities of growing crops, 
approximately correct." 
It may be 


that these figures will prove within 5,- 
000,000 bushels of correct, but with 
reasonably favorable weather aud other 
conditions, the decrease from last year 
may be many millions of bushels less 
than any figures yet given. 


CIVI1, SERVICE WORKINGS. 


A Flau by Which jWomen Will be 
Kept Out of the Departments. 


It has been decided that the practical 


workings of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion will effectually prevent the future 
appointment of ladies to positions in 
the various departments, and there is 
no little stir in consequence, The way 
tha ladies are to be kept out is a round- 
about one, but none the leas effectual. 
For example, the Appointment Clerk 
will, when occasion requires, 
inform 


the Secretary of the Treasury that there 
nre, say ten vacancies, in such and such 
divisions of the various grades. 
The 


Secretary will then require the chiefs 
of divisions in question to certify to 
him what additional assistance they 
need: They will, in so certifying to 
him, slate that they need, respectively, 
two $1,200 clerks, five $1,000 clerks 
and three $900 clerks, and in every case 
they will insert'the word "male." The 
reason that all the Chiefs of Divisions 
will call for male clerks is that they feel 
at liberty to subject them to discipline, 
and are not subject to the influence of 
sympathy in their case, as with ladies. 
There may be other reasons, but the 
fact remains and is so recognized at the 
Departments that the operation of the 
rules will result in excluding female 
clerks after the new custom 'goes into 
vogue.

During the year 1882, Crown Point

Fattening Cattle. 


Most animals eat in proportion to 


their weight, under average conditions 
of age, temperature and fatntss. 


Give fattening cattle as much as they 


will eat, and often—five times a day. 


Never give rapid changes of food, but 


change often. 


A good guide for a safo quantity of 


grain per day to mature cattle is one 
pound to each 100 of their weight; thus, 
an animal weighing 1,000 pounds may 
receive ten pounds of grain, 


Give< as much water aud salt at times 


as they will take, 


In using roots, it is one guide to giva 


just so much, in association with other 
things, so that the animal may not take 
any water, 


A cold, damp, airy temperature will 


cause animals to consume more food 
without corresponding results in bone, 
muscle, flesh or fat, much being used 
to keep up warmth. 


Stall feeding is better for fat moving 


than box or yard management, irre- 
spective of health. 


Tho growing animal, intended for 


beef, requires a little exercise daily, to 
promote muscle and strength of consti- 
tution when ripe, only so much as to 
be able to walk to market. 


Currying daily is equal to 7 percent 


of the increase. 


Get rid of every fattening cattle beast 


before it is three years old. 


It takes three days of good feed to 


make up for one of bad feed. 


Every day an animal is kept after 


being prime, there is loss, exclusive of 
manure. 


The eiternal evidences of priuituess 


are full rumps, flanks, twist, shoulder, 
purse, vein, and eye. 


A good cattle man means a difference 


of one-fourth. Hesould know the likes 
and dislikes of animals. 


Immediately when an unimal begins 


to fret for food, immediatelyxit begins to 
lose flesh; never chick the fattening 
process. 


Never begin fattening without a defi- 


nate plan.—Keport of the Ontario Agri- 
cultural College.
